ganda. 
T his divergence of viewpoint re­ 
sults from the fact that Communist 
propaganda throughout the world Is 
directed by the Third or Commun­ 
ist International 
which, 
Moscow 
contends, acts independently of the 
Soviet R ussian Government. 
T he U nited States Insists that the 
Third International’s 
propaganda 
work Is accom plished at least in 
close co-operation w ith the Soviet 
R ussian government. 
Sir 
Austen 
Chamberlain, British Foreign Secre­ 
tary, took an identical view when he 
announced in the H ouse of Com­ 
m ons that Britain could not resume 
relations w ith Soviet R ussia 
until 
there bad been a “ complete cessa­ 
tion” of M oscow’s propaganda ac­ 
tivities In the Empire. 
Diplomatic 
relations between Britain and So­ 
viet Russia were broken in March, 
19 27 , after Scotland Yard 
opera­ 
tives had raided the headquarters of 
Arcos, Ltd., the Russian 
Trading 
company In London. It w as never 
established that the stolen docu­ 
m ent for which the police sought in 
the Arcos building w as found there.

FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD ACTS 


WOMEN IN SCIENCE 


It has again been made clear that bank credit 
controls the stock market, and that the Bank of 
England and the Federal Reserv e Bank control credit. 
Yesterday the Bank of England raised its rate of 
discount from 4 \/2 to 5 V2 per cent, which at once 
stopped the drawing of gold from that bank and 
ex porting it to America. 
On the heels of this came 
a warning from the Federal Reserv e^ Board that 
“ speculativ e credit must be restrained." 
The immediate result in the New York stock 
market was a sharp decline in stocks. 
Undoubtedly 
the amazing climb of speculativ e v alue of stocks has 
receiv ed the setback it most surely needed. 
For 
weeks the public, or a v ery appreciable portion of 
it, has been in a frenzy or speculativ e trading in 
stocks. 
There has been a continual rise in market 
quotations which in most cases hav e little or noth­ 
ing to do with actual v alues, although the country ’s 
continued prosperity has had its effect. 
As alway s in a rising stock market, great num­ 
bers of people hav e rushed in to buy , ex pecting a 
further rise. 
This buy ing has sent the stocks up to 
still higher prices, and in tum has brought in more 
buy ers. 
Of course, ev ery one knew that there must 
be an end to this situation but each speculator ex ­ 
pected to sell at a profit before the market went 
into rev erse. 
It was an unhealthy and unfortunate 
situation and was alarming to all sane business men 
and bankers. 
It is only strange that the Federal Reserv e Board 
did not sound the warning long before it did. 
It 
will be remembered that a control of stock gambling, 
especially in New York, was one of the av owed 
purposes’ of the creation of the Federal Reserv e sy s­ 
tem. 
This was to be accomplished partly by the 
prohibition of keeping the reserv e of member banks 
on deposit in New York, and partly by the power of 
the Board to arbitrarily raise and lower the dis­ 
count rate. 
Stockbrokers thriv e on cheap credit. 
Indeed, it 
is practically impossible for the speculativ e market 
to reach great heights if credit is restricted by a 
high rate for money . 
People of the United States 
naturally lov e to take chances, especially where the 
stakes are big. ev en though the chance of great loss 
is big also and the stock market as organized is our 
Monte Carlo. 
If the game was play ed with cards 
ov er a green table, it would be a national scandal. 
But there is no essential difference for the majority 
of those who buy or sell on margin. 
It is only a bet 
that a particular stock will rise or fall, as the case 
may be. 
There is only one circumstance that dis­ 
tinguishes the one from the other, and that is the 
possibility of in some measure knowing the real 
v alue of stocks and of purchasing for inv estment. 
But in a situation such as has been seen in the last 
i few months, this side of the market has almost dis- 
! appeared and the inv estor has been displaced by 


¡5 the speculator, or if y ou prefer, the gambler. 
We bav e the means of controlling all kinds of 
gambling, and the Federal Reserv e Board should do 
its duty just as the peace officers should do theirs. 


The last edition of “ American Men of Science

has been called the state of single blessedness. 
J ust what the growth of such a mov ement among 


women means for the future of the race can read­ 
ily be imagined. 
If the bright minds among women 


are not to hav e a part in the continuance of the 
race, and this function is left to the less intellectual 
among the female sex , will the race degenerate in­ 
tellectually ? 
There are those who see in the mov e­ 
ment on the part of the 
more gifted women to turn 
away from domestic life and 
childbearing 
a dark­ 
ening future for the race. 
This 
of course might 
be the case if it were certain that 
all the gifted 
women would sometime turn away 
from domestic 
life entirely . 
This is hardly conceiv able. 
The urge 
of sex is too strong to 
make any such assumption. 
There is little doubt but that the great mass of 
women, gifted as well as 
mediocre and ordinary , 
will continue to desire the married state rather than 
singleness. 
In addition to that fact is the fact more 
and more prov en by biological 
science since the 
“ gene” theory has been worked out that the off­ 
spring of men and women inherit from their parents 
v ery v aried qualities, and that the children of a 
v ery able man and a v ery ordinary woman may 
inherit all the abilities of the father, and that the 
"genes” of a v ery brilliant pair may be so ordered

m the formation of the child that it might be any ­ 
thing but a progeny . 
The father of one of the 
greatest scientists of the last generation was a boy 
of 16 matched with just an ordinary woman.

the married state. 
That is certain. 
And ev en if 
their number should increase so that the number of 
women in science would equal the number of men, 
biological science still predicts that from the less 
able may spring as good a race of men and women 
as ev er peopled the world, prov ided that one of the 
parents possesses high ability .

EDWIN DENBY PASSES 


Edwin Denby , former secretary of the nav y , who 
died in Detroit today , was one of the casualties of 
the famous senate Teapot Dome inv estigation, and 
he is the first of the conspicuous figures in that 
matter to die. 
Mr. Denby resigned after the senate called for 
his resignation, because of his alleged failure to 
block the disposition of the Teapot Dome and Elk 
Hills Nav al Oil reserv es to Harry F. Sinclair and E. 
L Doheny . 
It was charged in the senate he was 
incompetent and signed the documents laid before 
him by the then Secretary of Interior Fall without 
knowing their real significance. 
Mr. Denby nev er wfas accused of any illegitimate 
part in the Teapot Dome affair and was regarded 
by the senate critics only as an innocent tool of 
designing men. 
Mr. Denby ’s statement, a few weeks after the 
Teapot Dome inv estigation, was all the more dra­ 
matic because of his spectacular rise. 
When the 
United States went into the war, Mr. Denby enlisted 
as a priv ate in the marines. 
He finally became a 
recruiting sergeant. 
After the war he was a probation officer in De­ 
troit. 
One day in the late winter of 1921 he re­ 
ceiv ed a telegram from President-elect Harding to 
come at once to St. Augustine, Fla. 
Harding’s cab­ 
inet was complete ex cept for secretary of the nav y . 
Mr. Denby caught the nex t train. 
Harding asked 
him to be secretary of the nav y . 
Mr. Denby ac­ 
cepted and the Harding cabinet was completed just 
a few’ day s before inauguration. 
Mr. Denby serv ed as representativ e from Michi­ 
gan in the 5 9 th, 6 0th and 6 1st congresses from 
1905 to 19 10. 
For the last nine y ears Mr. Denby has been as­ 
sociated in a law firm with J oseph J . Kennedy and 
his y ounger brother. Leland Kennedy . 
Mr. Denby was 5 9 y ears of age and was born at 
Ev ansv ille, Ind. 


J ames Dallas Burrus wras a Negro druggist of 
Nashv ille. 
He died recently and left all his property 
to Fisk Univ ersity . 
It amounted to $100,000. Prob­ 
ably , the president writes, this is the largest gift of 
a Negro to education. 
Burrus was the first Negro graduate from a lib­ 
eral arts college south of the 
Mason and Dix on line, 
and the first Negro to receiv e a higher degree from 
any accredited college in America. 
He was also the 
first Negro teacher at Fisk Univ ersity . 
He left Fisk with the deliberate intention of mak­ 
ing and sav ing money for his alma mater and by 
his dev otion, business ability , and rigorous economy 
he succeeded in amassing this fine gift for Fisk 
Univ ersity . 
If a Negro can do this, and in the south w’here he 
is handicapped more than in the north, it illustrates 
again that this is a land of opportunity for one who 
has an object worth while and the self-control and 
persev erance necessary . 
Aside from the direct v alue 
of the gift, the indirect benefit to Negro students 
and others, especially in the southern states, will 
be immeasurable. 
Burrus’ ex ample will stand as a 
wonderful beacon light of achiev ement to guide and 
encourage countless thousands of Negro y ouths. 
All graduates of Negro colleges are not as suc­ 
cessful as Burrus, ev en as there are differences 
among white men who hav e had the adv antage of a 
college education, but each worth while ex ample is 
a proof of possibility and an incentiv e to emulation.

JACK RABBIT SPEED 


The Department of Agriculture busies itself with 
v arious matters and serv es as the clearing ground 
ev en for interesting triv ialities. 
We note that a 
member of the Biological Surv ey Bureau of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture has established the speed of 
jack rabbits at thirty -fiv e miles an hour. 
He tested 
the speed with a single jack rabbit one morning. 
^Tien the speedometer was registering thirty miles 
an hour the jack rabbit was loping along at an easy 
gait without apparent effort. 
The driv er of the car 
increased the speed to thirty -fiv e miles an hour and 
• flight increase ov er that found the car slowly 
gaining on the rabbit. 
It is ev idently taken for granted that that was 
the prov erbial av erage member of the species. 
Now
